A reporter for the Post-Dispatch started 
north on Broadway Tuesday morning along- 
side a Lindell railway car, with instructions 
to walk over its route to Ninth street and 
Washington avenue, where the Lindell cars 
wnder the new temporary schedule pass 
onto their own tracks and leave the block- 
ade district. 

After taking the number of the car and 
adopting other means of insuring identifica- 
tion, be proceeded at a moderate pace to 
carry out his instructions. He went nortn 
to Lucas avenue, west on Lucas to Sixth 
street, south on Sixth to Pine street, west 
on Pine to Ninth, and north on Ninth to 
Washington avenue. He halted there. Five 
minutes later the car alongside which he 
started passed the place where he was 


standing. Just 2% minutes elapsed between 


the starting of the car from Broadway 
and Pine street and its arrival at Ninth 
etreet and Washington avenue. 

That was the pace at which those per- 
sons who depend upon the tender mercies 
of the Lindell system for transportation, 
traveled to their down-town business Tues- 
day. Everybody was late, and there was 
probably not a business man in St. Louis 
who did not feel some inconvenience from 
the temporary schedule the United Rail- 
ways Company hap prepared to be effective 
during the time Sen certain repairs are 
being made. The “tinpleasant condition put 
everybody in a bad humor, which was not 
lessened in degree any by the fact that the 
@rrangement will last three weeks at least. 

The new schedule became effective Mon- 
day, which was generally observed as a hol- 
iday. There was little traffic, and the 
change of route of the Lindell caused small 
apaonrenlense.

DE SOTO, Mo., Sept. 5.—An attempt was 
made this morning to burn the building oc- 
cupied by the Baldwin Piano Co., on Easton 
street directly across from the postoffice 
and opera house and in the busiest part of 
the city. It tis a two-story brick; the upper 
floor is used as a dwelling flat and the lower 
floor is occupied by the Baldwin Piano Co., 
for a sale and store room. Smoke was dis- 
covered coming from. the lower floor by 
some furniture men who were moving a 
family in the upper floor. 

As the doors of the plano store were 
closed they were forced open and a lighted 
candie burning in a pile of old clothes, 
blankets, etc., saturated with coal oil, was 
found to be on fire. A five-gallon can and 
a two-gallon jug of gasoline were near the 
pile of rags, while suspended from the ceil- 
ing was a five-gallon wine demijohn full 
of coal oil, bottom side up with a small 
hole in the cork to let the oil siowly drip 
The fire was quickly put out.

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Some Hope That Wednesday May Be 
Cooler and the Fine Autumn 
Weather Be Begun. 


Tuesday is the hottest day of the year. 


But although the mercury climbed to over’ 


100 by the middle of the afternoon, there 
were few cases of sunstroke or heat pros- 
tration. This remarkable fact is due to the 
dry and salubrious atmosphere of St. Louis. 

If this heat were in Chicago, the prostra- 


tions and deaths would run up in the hun- | 
dreds, and if it were in New York the vic- | 


tims would be numbered by thousands. 

In St. Louis the sun was scorching. It 
fairly blazed, but with a heat that was dry 
and bearable. People were annoyed because 
they perspired so freely, yet in that very 
fact lay their greatestt safety. 

At 7 o’clock ‘n the morning the mercury 
Stood at 82. This was pheronmienail, as a 
beginning, and presaged a record-breaker. 
It climbed the tube at the rate of a little 
more than 1 degree an-hour. At 12 o’clock 
it stood at 98, equaling the reeord of the 
eeason. : 

After the noon hour the mercury con- 
tinued its upward posereds reaching the 
maximum at 3:30, when it registered over 


100 degrees. , 

A breeze blew fitfully from the South and 
Feast, but it was hot and brought no relief 
to those who sought it. Electric fans did 
not relieve. They simply stirred the hot air 
without cooling. it. 

The coolest ee one coulé find was in 
the twilight of a narrow alley, where the 
sun’s rays did not penetrate, and where tl'4 
breeze was caught between high walls and 

led. 

“Such weather in September is unusual, 
although the first week in September is al- 
jays hot. 

“Dr. Hyatt’s reading of the skies Tuesday 
brought no promise of immediate relief 
from the drouth end heat. The rain which 
he hoped would come by Tuesday. passed 
heyond St. Louis and fell in torrents in 
the lake region, the Upper Mtssissippi Val- 
ley and as far South as Dubuque, Io. At 
Sault Ste. Marie the rainfall was 2 inches. 

The areas of low barometric pressure are 
over the lakes, the central west and the 
Roeky Mountain wee The high areas 
are over the North Atlantic slope and the 
extreme Northwest. 


The low over the.central West might. 


bring a cha to St. Lovis if it were not 
&o diffused and of vo little energy. Its move- 
ment eastward would allow the high in the 
extreme Northwest to push down this way. 

Last year @ drouth of long standing was 
broken on this date. The heat and dry 
weather had prevailed during the latter 

rt of August and up to the 5t 

r. On that day rain fell and there was a 
decided drop in the temperature. During the 
remainder of the month the weather was 
pleasant. 

People who are not scientific experts, but 
yet think they know something about Mis- 
sour! weather, eay that the predicted 
thunder storms for southwestern Iowa on 
Tuesday night and of cooler in northern 
and central] Illinois will result in_ pulling 
the mercury down a few notches Wednes- 
day and make the temperature less dan- 
gerous.

Two Men of Former Good Reputation 
Under Arrest, One Being at the 
City Hospital on the Verge 
of Insanity. 


Of all the counterfeiting cases that have 
come to light in St.’ Loms the strangest is 
that in which twe men with good rep.ta- 
tions who were arrested Monday night are 
involved. 

One is a dentist of good reputation. The 
other is a corn doctor or chiropodist. 

The dentist is David F. Reese, who lives 
in a fashtonible loeality at 3833 Olive street, 
and has a wife ard davehters in society. 
The cther is L. S. Goodner of 1300 South 
Eighteenth street, nit so feshionable a lo- 
cality, but eminently respectable. 

The dentist fs more than 60 years old. He 
has confessed and is so stricken with re- 
morse tnat his mind could not stand the

THE WINEROOMS 


It Has Been Issued by the Ex- 
cise Cemmissioner. 


PEREMPTORY AND UNEVASIVE. 


MR. HIGGINS SAYS IT MUST BE 
AT ONCE OBEYED. 


Deputies Busily Engaged Notifying 
Saloonkeepers That Their Wine- 
Rooms Must Be Nailed Up 
or Removed. 


Excise Commissioner Higgins began the 
real work of closing the winerooms Tues- 
day mornng. 

He started his deputy, R. P. Thompson, 
and Detective Tim Danaher out to no- 
tify the keepers of the places that their 
rooms must be suppressed. 

A beginning was made with the Central 
Police District. The first list given to Sr. 
Thompson included Market, Chestnut and 
Pine streets, from Twelfth to the Levee. 

The notification given the wineroom keep- 
ers is peremptory. It admits of no parley. 
In substance it was that all stalls; parti- 
tions, curtains or other paraphernalia used 
to separate compartments intended as

The other man, younger by 20 years than 
the old dentist, is at the Four Courts, & 
prisoner in the ho:dover. He is crafty in 
appearance and conversation. He has not 
confessed. He denies guilt, and shifts his 
gray eyes uneasily while making the denial. 

These same gray eyes, which are large— 
their owner wills it— 
plays an important part in the counterfeit- 
ing case. 

The coins counterfeited were nickels, 
hundreds of them. Neither of the accused 
had need of the small revenue derived from 
the nickels made. There was apparently 
no provovation for the crime. 

Old man Reese, the gray-haired, feeble- 
minded dentist, declares that hypnotism 
was the provocation in his case. He says 
the gray eyes of the corn doctor impelled 
him to commit the crime. 

The counterfeiting has been going on nine 
months, according to the confessicn, and, if 
the dentist’s statements are to be believed, 
during all of that time he has been moving 
under the spell of the corn doctor with the 
gray eyes. He could never get away from 
the influence, He struggied to free hipi- 
self from its effect, but could not sueceed. 

At times the old man thought he hw 
sheken off the ‘nfluence of the corn doctor 
and for days he would make no counterfeit 
money. But these periods were at times 
when he and his controlling power were 
not thrown into contact. But so soon as 
they met and the old man came under the 
piercing glance of the gray eyes of the 
other man, good resolutions were disg@lved 
and counterfeiting vas resumed, 

Both men had counterfeit nickels tn their 
The coins were 
made in the office of the dentist at 714 
Pine street. The corn doctor maintains an 
establishemnt at the same number, on the 
same floor, and in adjoining apartments. 

The dentist had in his office plaster of 
paris and the necessary toois for making 
molds. His story is that he made the molds 
and the corn doctor furnished the metal and 
superintended the casting. 

he preduct was fairly good, as is proven 
by the fact that although the counterfeits 
have been in circulation almost a year, the 
first complaint about them was received 
quite recently. 

The complaint came from the Suburban 
Garden. Detectives O’Conneil and Flynn 
were assigned to locate the counterfeliers 
and arrest them. The officers put in sev- 
eral nights and afternoons at the gar- 
den and Monday night while the perform- 
ance was in progress, discovered that Dr. 
Reese, who was in the audience, had given 
a waiter two counterfeit nickels in payment 
for a pint of beer. 

Reese was quietiy arrested and taken fo 
the nearest police station, the Tenth Dis- 
trict, at Deer street and Easton avenue. 

The prisoner was exceedingly nervous 
from the time he was arrested. The of- 
ficers applied the sweating process on the 
way to the police station and secured a 
confession. 

Fearful of the consequences of his crime 
and anxious to mitigate it in any way sug- 
gested, he readily acceded to the detectives’ 
agemands to tell all about the counterfeit- 
ing. 

His first statement was, “He hypnotized 
me. T'was obliged to do his bidding.” 

He then said that Dr. L. 8S. Goodner was 
his controlling power and that Goodner was 
the actu®i guilty man. He stated that he 
met Goouner for the first time about one 
year ago, when chance threw them into 
the same office building. Goodner seemed 
to play a part in everything that he, Reese, 
did, even pefore the men were int.oduceu. 
He carried an image of the corn doctor's 
eyes in his mind wherever he went, he 
said, and likenesses of the eyes seemed to 
pry into his very soul and dictate the 


workings thereof. 

when eventuall circumstances made the 
men acquainted, eese became entirely sub- 
ject, he says, to the suggestion in the y 
eyes and completely subservient to the wiil 
behind the eyes. Of course this is ali 
Reese's story. _There is no corroboration 
for it, save such as one may choose to find 
in the depths of the alleged hypnotist's 


eyes. his story, Reese said that 
ContinulAg i acquaintance Goodner told 
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drinking places must be removed. 

| “Locking the doors won't do,”’ said Mr. 
| Higgins, in delivering instructions to Mr. 
Thompson. ‘The places must either be re- 
moved entirely or nailed up.”’ 

No time is given the keepers in which to 
suppress the rooms. The order was that 
they must be suppressed immediately. 
When instructions have been delivered to 
all of them, Mr. Higgins will look to the pd- 
lice to inform him whether the order (has 
been obeyed.

The Defense May Yet Find 
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Means to Bring Swartzkope:  "_ 
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pen and Panizzardi to Rennes, When the Con- 
spiracy Against Dreyfus May 
Be Revealed.

RENNES, France, Sept. 6.—Much de-| 


pends on the examination of the Austrian 
refugee, Cernusch!, which will take place 
in a secret sersion of the Dreyfus court to- 
morrow. 

The prisoner's counsel expect by thai time

Jouaust that Cernuschi is an imposter and 
a lilar—a paid emissary of Cavaiguac, Mer- 
cler and De Beaurepatire. 

This witness, who, in the closing days of 
the trial seemed to drop from the clouds, 
must be shown to be a perjurer if Dreyfus 
is to be saved from certain condemnation. 

Suppose some of the judges desire Drey- 
fus’ conviction. €o long as only forgeries 
and lies that can be investigated are 
brought against him, such judges would be 
embarrassed to justify their vote. 

But of allegations like Cernusch!’s they 
can say: “I believe his statements. They 
are uncontradicted.” Against such a posi- 
tion all the arguments of Labori are im- 
potent in a court such as this. 


ANOTHER ESTERHAZY. 

Your correspondent saw Cernuschi just 
after he left the witness stand. He was 
willing to talk, and adhered to all the state- 
ments made in his testimony. 

In appearance Cenuschi is the typical ad- 


He is a thin, white, nimble little fellow, 
with blonde hair, a hesitating glance and 
an uncertain expression. 

To-day the correspondent of the Neue 
Freie Presse of Vienna received a telegram 
from his newspaper, stating they had con- 
ducted a thorough inquiry and hag found 
no trace of Cernuschi in the Austrian-army 
between the dates he says he served in it. 
By to-morrow Dreyfus’ counsel, will have 
the full pedigree of this mysterious wit- 
ness, 

Dreyfus was more yellow and emaciated 
to-day than at any previous sitting. He 
seems thoroughly worn out with fatigue. 
Col. Jouaust also seemed tired to-day and 
leaned back in his chair. 


CALL ON FOREIGN POWERS. 
To-day M: Labori demanded that the 
French Government ascerta'n through M. 
Deicasse, Minister of Foreign A®airs, from 
the Germain Government whether the five 
documents enumerated in the bordereau 
were delivered to Germany,’!o whom they 
were delivered and what they realiy von- 
tained. This demand went to the g‘st of 
the whole question, for ine a2tual delivery 
of :he five documents, which alone consu- 
tutes the act of treason with which Drey- 
fus is accused, is so far a mere assumption. 
No evidence has yet been adduced of such 
delivery, merely an inference of such de- 
livery from the context of the bordereau. 
Labori also asked that Swartzkoppen and 
Panizzardi be requested to appear before 
the court-martial. 


This demand was overruled by the court.. 


If the defense succeeds tn getting this evi- 
dence, it must manage to find means of its 
own for so doing. 

An ex-Minister of Justice, M. Trarieux, 
made a strong appeal for Dreyfus to-day, 
but it is doubtful if it deeply impressed 
the court. 


DID GALLIFET STEP INP 


I have just eeen a telegram from Paris 
which states that Gen. de Gallifet, the Min- 
ister of. War, upon learning that the new 
secret dossier, whose existence was only 
revealed yesterday, is to be examined be- 
hind closed doors, immediately sent orders 
to Maj. Carriere to deal in public with the 
14 documents the new dossier contains. 

The text of Gen. de Gallifet’s telegram 
is said to be as follows: “It is the pur- 
pose of the law that justice shall be admin- 
istered publicly.

GEN. THOMAS’ FLAG CONSPICU- 
OUS IN THE PARADE. 


Thirty-Five Thousand Men Marched 
in the Ranks, While Many of 
Their Aged Comrades Fol- 
lowed in Carriages. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 5.—Thi@ was the 
big day cf the Grand Army encampment 
and the city was alive at an early hcwr. 
The presence in the city of President Me- 
Kinley and his drive over the route of the 
parade aroused the greatest enthusiasm 
among the throngs. Admiral Sampson and 
the captains of his ficét made a formal cal 
upon the President before 9 o’clock, Mr. 
McKinley receiving them in the reception 
room set apart for him at the hotel. 

Afterward the Presidential party, includ- 
ing the AJmiral and the captains, entered 
cerriages and went over the route of the 
parude. The Fresident’s carriage was drawn 
by four horses. iWth the President were 
a great wave of cheering was started thai 
Mayor Ashridge and Gen. Wagner, chair- 
man of the 3. A. R. Executive Committee. 

As the President :.tarted up Broad street 
never ceased until he had traversed the 
entire route of the parade. 

The Presidertial party drove past the hias- 
toric State House, As he pessed the 
President took off his hat. The party 
reached the reviewing stand at 10:10 o clock 
and the President waited in the room of the 
director of pubic works until the head 
of the procession reached the stand, when 
he again inade his appearance. 

‘The head of the procession moved at 10 
o'clock, and marched five miles. Independ- 
ence Hall was passed during the march. 
and caps were lifted and colors dipped by 
the veterans. A chorus of 3000 school chil- 
dren assembled at the City Hall and sang 
patriotic airs as the veterans passed. 

Post No. 1, from Rockford, Ill., the oldest 
post in the Grand Army, headed the line. 

Gen. James W. Latta of this city was 
chief marshal. Among the relics of the 
civil war wh'ch appeared in the parade was 
the worn and stained flag which was used 
at Gen. Thomas’ headquarters. It was car- 
ried at the right of. line in the Society of 
the Cumberland at Chicago at the reception 
of Gen. Grant on his return from a trip 
around the world. 

Disabled veterans rode in carriages fol- 
lowing the Department of Pennsylvania at 
the end of the line. In order came the De- 
partments of Illinols, Wisconsin, Ohio, New 
York, Connecticut, Massachueetts, New 
Jersey, Maine, Rhode Isiand, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Potomac. Virginia. North 
Carolina, North Dakota, Nebraska. Michi- 
gan, Kansas, Minnesota, Missouri, Ken- 
tucky, West Virginia, Washington.

Thirty-Fivs Thousand Men Marched 
in the Ranks, While Many of 
Their Aged Comrades Fol- 
lowed in Carriages. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 5.—Thi@ was the 
big day cf the Grand Army encampment 
and the city was alive at an early hcr. 
The presence in the city of President Me- 
Kinley and his drive over the route of the 
parade aroused the greatest enthusiasm 
among the throngs. Admiral Sampson and 
the captains of his ficet made a formal! call 
upon the President before 9 o’clock, Mr. 
McKinley receiving them in the reception 
room set apart for him at the hotel. 

Afterward the Presidential party, includ- 
ing the AJmiral and the captains, entered 
cerriages and went over the route of the 
parsde, The FPresident’s carriage was drawn 
by four horses. iWth the Premdent were 
a great wave of cheering was started thai 
Mayor Ashridge and Gen. Wagner, chair- 
man of the 3. A. R. Executive Committee. 

As the President :tarted up Broad street 
never ceased until he had traversed the 
entire route of the parade. 

The Presidertial party drove past the hia- 
toric State House, As he passed the 
President took off his hat. The party 
reached the reviewing stand at 10:10 o clock 
and the President waited in the room of the 
director of pubic works until the head 
of the procession reached the stand, when 


he again inade his avpearance. 

The head of the procession moved at 10 
o'clock, and marched five miles. Independ- 
ence Hall was -passed during the march. 
and caps were lifted and colors dipped by 
the veterans. A chorus of 3000 school chil- 
dren assembled at the City Hall and sang 
patriotic airs as the veterans passed. 

Post No. 1, from Rockford, IIl., the oldest 
post in the Grand Army, headed the line. 

Gen. James W. Latta of this city was 
chief marshal. Among the relics of the 
civil war wh'ch appeared in the parade was 
the worn and stained flag which was used 
at Gen. Thomas’ hef&dquarters. It was car- 
ried at the right of line in the Society of 
the Cumberland at Chicago at the reception 
of Gen. Grant on his return from a trip 
around the world. 

Disabled veterans rode in carriages fol- 
lowing the Department of Pennsylvania at 
the end of the line. In order came the De- 
partments of Illinols, Wisconsin, Ohio, New 
York, Connecticut, Massachueetts, New 
Jersey, Maine, Rhode Isiand, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Potomac. Virginia, North 
Carolina, North Dakota, Nebraska. Michi- 
gan, Kansas, Minnesota, Missouri, Ken- 
tucky, West Virginia, Washington. Alaska 
and South Dakota. Thirty-five thousand 
men were in line. The Avenue of Fame.

They Deny That There Was 
a Conspiracy. 


ALGER’S STRANGE ORDER. 


THE PAPERS WERE NOT SENT TO 
GEN. MILES. 


Maj. Morrison Comes to the Defense 
of Gen. Lieber, Whom 
Blair Charged With 
Drunkenness.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—The Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent has the highest au- 
thority for asserting that the Carter court- 
martial was unanimous in the verdict 
reached. An emphatic denial is made by 
arrey officers who have been connected 
with the case that there has been any con- 
spiracy or any semblance of collusion on 


the part of the staff to get Capt. Carter 
out of the army. 

It has long been known that the papers 
in the case were not sent to Gen. Miles as 
commanding officer of the army for his 
indorsement, as is contemplated by army 
regulations. It is now disclosed that Sec- 
retary Alger issued an order, when the 
papers were ready to be passed to army 
headquarters, that they be not sent there. 
A further fact here revealed for the first 
time is that when charges were drawn up, 
naming contractors as co-conspirators 
with Carter, pressure was brought to bear 
upon Secretary Alger to eliminate those 
names. Attorney-General McKenna was 
consulted. He declared that without the 
names the charge would amount to nothing, 
and so Secretary Alger was obliged to let 
the charges stand. 

The statements of Capt. Carter’s attorney, 
in which they seek to show unfriendliness 
on the part of Alger, are incompatible with | 
these facts. 

Now that Capt. Carter’s defense is that 
he is the victim of a conspiracy, and 
charges have been made that members of 
the court of officers taking part in the 
prosecution were in collusion to secure his 
disgrace, the view is held in army circies 
that but one construction could be placed 
upon the disapproval by. the President,’ of 
the court's verdict, and that would be that 
he had reached the conclusion that there 
was really such a conspiracy. This would 
be a reflection upon an officer in whom 
the President has repeatedly announced 
that he reposes supreme confidence—Gen. 
Otis, now in command in the Philippines, 
who was the president of the court-martial. 
Lawyer Blair, one of Capt. Carter's at- 
torneys, was graduated at West Point Mil- 
itary Academy, after which he was assigned 
as instructor in an educational institution 
in Missouri, where he remained four years, 4 
during which he studied law. At the end 
of that period he left the army and prac- 
tically had no connection with the mil- 
itary establishment. 

Maj. J. N. Morrison, Assistant Judge Ad- 
vocate General, United States America, 
after reading the interviews accredited to 
Miair in which Biair is made to say that 
the Judge Advocate General has been 
drunk for 25 years, and that Morrison de- 
clared that he believed Carter gulity, said: 
“I have known Judge Advocate Genera) 
Lieber for 12 years int.mately. I have never 
eeen him under the influence of liquor. He 
is not a drinking man. He is at his desk 
early and late, taking but a glass of milk 
and a sandwich for his noonday lunch. As 
for what Attorney Blair said of me I can 
only admit that he told the truth.”’ 

Maj Morr.eon said that the statements 
of Blair relative to alleged nightly confer- 
ences between Gen. Otis, Col. Barr, Capt.

‘The officers mentioned Dy Blair as hav- 
ing met and discueeed the Carter case dur- 
ing the progress of the trial at Savanneh,”’ 
said the major, “have told me that the 
meeting referred to was but a casual one, 
and that no reference was had to the trial. 
Taking up Blair’s likening of the Carter 
case tu the Dreyfus case, Maj. Morrison 
said:

All the evidencs and 
every bit of the proceedings are carefully 
recorded, and when conclusions are reached 
the entire record goes to the President, who 
is supreme and is not bound by what the 
court has found in any particular except 
that he cannot increase the penalty. 
“It is readily, to be seen, then, that the 
entire court, Preece ting officers and wit- 
nesses, must b¢@ in collusion in order to pro- 
duce a record that would Ceceive the Presi- 
dent—a thing which would be impossible. 
‘In this case, when the trial was over. 
the part taken by the army was ended, and 
nothing has been done by any of the staff 
since, except that Col. Barr was directed to 
reply to the brief of Carter’s attorneys, 
which he did. é 
“Gen. Lieber, In order that his mind might 
be free from prejudice when the case came 
before him for review, had me draw the 
charges, and Col. Barr conducted the trial. 
Thus Gen. Lieber, in going over the papers 
after the court had concluded its work, was 
absolutely unbiased, and was guided in his 
indorsements solely by the record of pro- 
ceedings.”’

PARISHIONERS ARE JUBI‘ANT. 


CHURCH BELLS RANG AND PEQ- 
PLE ASSEMBLED. 


The Temporary Priest Delivered a 
Brief Address Outlining His Pow- 
er and Duties in East 
St.. Louis. 


Peace now hovers over St. Patrick's 
Parish in East St. Louls. The beginning of 
the end of the bitter controversy that has 
waged between Bishop and people for four 
monttis was witnessed Tuesday morning, 
when the Rev. FatTley John Harkins, who 
has been appointed temporary administra- 
tor of the congregation, was royally wel- 
comed to St. Patrick's parochial premises. 

As previously told, the regular appointee, 


Father William Cluse, whose German na- 
tionality provoked an uprising almost un- 


ted oh in Catholic church cage! 
ndered his resignation, to take effec 
the pleasure of Bishop Janssen. 

The metropolitan has referred Father 
Cluse’s letter to Monsignor Marstinelli for 
action, so that the question of permanent 
rector is still in abeyance. In_other words 
the Belleville prelate has-thrown the bur- 
—s of the dispute upon the papal dele- 
gate. 

It is genérally believed the latter will 

neither acept nor reject the resignation, 
but will simply advise the iBshop upon the 
course to be pursued under the circum- 
stances. ,. That means, so the parishioners 
claim, that an Irish priest will be chosen to 
preside over St. Patrick’s and that har- 
mony will again prevail in the East Side 
diocese. 
In the presence of a Post-!Dspatch re- 
porter Father Harkens tcld the delegation 
of the parisnioners Tuesday that the dif- 
ficulty was alraost certain to be adjusted to 
their satisfaction. He added that Mgr. Mar- 
tinelll would decide the cese within two 
weeks. Meantime, he geaid, they needn't 
worry, 

Father Harkins was escorted from 8t. 
Mary’s Church, where he is stationed, to 
the new charge by a committee of St. Pat- 
rick’s parishioners, consisting of Dantel Mc- 
Glynn, James Goff, Thomas ae, Dr. 
John Stack, Ju McKane, John J. Snow- 
ball, P. B. Cusick, Thomas Irwin, Thomas 
Hanifan and Michael] J. Walsh. 

The trip was made in carriages and the 
church bells tolled as a signal of his ar- 
rival. Inside of a few minutes several hun- 
dred persons, of whom a majority were 
women, gathered around the church. 

As Father Harkins alighted men, women 
SS en ewarmed about to shake his 
and.

Father Harkins instructed them to be on 
hand at the regular hour Wednesda 
morning. Brief services only will be held, 
the administrator said, until next Monday, 
when classes will) be formally begun. 
Soon after the male parishioners assem- 
bled in the hall and Father Harkins ad- 
dressed them substantially as follows: 
“You are perfectly famillar with the 
troubles that have led to my appointment. 
Let there be no mistake. I am not the 
pastor, although I have all the rights and 
prerogatives of a pastor. My tenure of of- 
fice is purely discretionary with the Bishop. 
I do not think, however, I will be needed 
here but a short time. 

“While Father Cluse’s resignation has 
not been accepted, it stands. The case is 
now in the hands of the papal delegate, and 
until he renders a decision your course 
should be absolutely conciliatory. 

“For the time being I am the responsible 
head of St. Patrick’s Parish. Yet responsi- 
bility without rignt Is notning. Therefore 
I ask that the guard be withdrawn from the 
church premises, and that my authority, 
so far as you are concerned, be made de- 
cisive.”’ 

On motion of Daniel McGlynn it -was 
unanimously resolved tb comply with Fa- 
ther Harkins’ wishes. 

“Hiow about the ban of ex-communica- 
tion?’ asked Mr. Cusick. 

‘‘Well,” replied Father Harkins, “I will 
see Bishop Janssen to-morrow regarding 
that. I shall place the situation in as ad- 
vantageous a light as possible and am fully 
confident of a specdy and favorable decis- 
ion. As the Bishop has placed the ban, he 
alone can remove it. eanwhile I expect 

our hearty co-operation in both the spir- 
tual and. temporal affairs of the parish 
Put your children under Catholic influence 
by sending them to our school. 

“I will state further that mass will be 
celebrated in St. Patrick's Church at 8 
o'clock Sunday morning. Another will be 
said at 10 o'clock if arrangements can con- 
veniently be made to do 809. 

“I am sure you will have no cause to 
complain of the ultimate outcome of this 
unfortunate affair, although it would be un 
wise in me to talk further on this point I 
the present time, You, of course, most dis- 
tinctively understanding that [ am to 
merely carry out the temporary duties to 
which the Bishop has assigned me.

The parishioners were juDilant over 
Father Harkins’ remarks and tendered him 
a vote of thanks.

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DEWEY’S SUGGESTIONS. 


Admiral Dewey is likely to be a thorn in the side of the 
McKinley Administration. ; 

The interview published in the London News Aug. 21 Is 
not denied by him, and the editor of the News cables the 
New York World and the Post-Dispatch that he has no 
reason tc doubt that the Admiral was correctly quoted. 

In this interview Admiral Dewey says: 

“The Filipinos are capable of governing themselves; they 
have all qualifications for it. It is a question of time, but 
the only way to settle the insurrection and assure pros- 
perity to the archipelago is to concede self-government to 
the inhabitants. 

“That woull be a solution of many questions and would 
satisfy all, erpecially the Filipinos, who believe themselves 
worthy of it, and are so. 

“I have never been in favor of violence towarm the Fili- 
pinos. The islands are at this minute blockaded by a fleet 
and war reigns in the Interior. This abnormal state of 
things should cease. 

“I should Iike to see autonomy first conceded and then 
annexation might be talked about. 

“I should iike to see violence at once put a stop to. 

“According to my view the concession of self-government 
ought to be the most-just and most logical conclusion.”’ 

If these are the sentiments of the victor of Manila the im- 
peralists will get small comfort from his presence in this 
country. 

Long before the Philippine question arose Dewey declared 
that a statesman was wanted in the archipelago. Instead of 
sending a mau of that sort, the Government dispatched pro- 
fessional fighters, soldiers who naturally looked at the situa- 
tion from the standpoint of military men. The present brutal] 
and inglorious war is the result, and it isn’t likely that it 
will be stopped in defefence to the Admiral’s suggestion. 
Stupidity is in the saddle at Washington. 
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Senator Morgan, if he wants to see Great Britain continue 
friendly to us, should endeavor to suppress his prophecy that 
Manila, under our rule, will take the place of Liverpool as 
the great cotton market of the world. We may not believe 
the prophecy, but it might disturb Mr. Bull, who is so jealous 
of his commercial supremacy. 
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With the British Empire taking 60 per cent of all our ex- 
ports, and the English people “running up the stars and 
stripes on the slightest provocation,” as reported by Consul 
Boyle, we shall certainly be expected to sympathize with Great 
Britain in the Transvaal war and to look upon Oom Paul 
as an incorrigible insurgent. 
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Trust prices must necessarily be controlled by the high 
tariff. The trusts can maintain any price so long as it is not 
too high to let in competing importations. We cannot keep 
up high tariffs without giving substantial aid to the com- 
bines. 
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Should Chicago succeed in collecting millions of taxes on 
heretofore inadequately assessed property, other cities will 
follow her example. What fine cities we should have if all 
taxes collected were to be honestly used! 
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The Eldorado Republican says its party {s against the devil 
and all his works.

CHICKEN AND HAM SANDWICHES.— 
Mince together two cups of co.d roast or 
boiled chicken and one cup of cold boiled 
ham. Soften with mayonnaise dressing until 
the mixture wiil spread readiiy. Cut wuaice 
or Graham bread into sl.ces—haviug fiist 
buttered it ightiy on the loaf—and spread 
these with the ham and chicken. To. gue 


‘and chicken sandwiches may be prepared 


in the same way. 


EGG AND BLOATER SANDWICHES.— 
Boil six eggs very hard, putting them on 
in cold water and letting them cook 10 
minutes after they have reached the boil, 


Chop the yolks extremely fine and rub the 
wh.tes to a powder. Into this stir two 
teaspoonfuls of bloater paste, and add 
enough melted butter to reduce ali to the 
consistency of soft cream cheese. Spread 
upon: the whole’ wheat or white bread, If 
there is any difficulty in obtaining the 
bloater paste, anchovy paste may be sub- 
stituted, 

CHEESE AND TONGUE SAN D- 
WICHES.—To a large-sized Philadelphia 
cream cheese add a cupful of cold boiled 
tongue chopped fine. Stir in sweet cream 


until the mixture will spread as roaey 
as butter. Mince half a dozen Engis 
walnuts and add, with cayenne pepper or 
paprica. The tongue should salt it suffi- 
ciently. Spread on white or brown bread, 


CHICKEN IN ASPIC.—Boil a good-sized 
chicken until tender, and let it become cool. 


Strain the liquor and clear it by bringing it 
to a boil with the white and shell of an egg, 
skimming and straining again through a 
flannel. Season well with onion juice (use 
this with discretion), celery salt and white 
pepper. (The usual soup vegetables should 
have been cooked with the chicken in the 
first place.) Heat it again and Stir into a 
quart of the liquid half a box of gelatine, 
which has been soaked in a littie cold 
water. When this is dissolved, set all aside 
to cool. 

Cut the chicken into dice. If you have 
any cold tongue or ham, cut from it several] 
small disks. When the jelly begins to form 
wet a number of timbale molds with cold 
water, lay a disk of the tongue or ham in 
the bottom of each, pour in a little of the 
aspic, fill the cup loosely with the chicken 
dice and pour tn as much more jelly as the 
mold will hold. Set on the ice to form; 
serve surrounded with lettuce. Mayonnaise 
dressing may be passed with it. 

If preferred, the chicken may be formed 
in one large mold. 


ICED JELLY CREAM.—Fill a bowl with 
gelatine jelly colored pink; set on tce to 
harden. When solid, scoop out the center 
with a spoon, leaving a shell of jelly about 
an inch thick. Dissolve a tablespoonful of 
gelatine in a little milk. Let cool; add to it 
a pint of thick cream, sweeten, flavor with 
vanilla,’ whip until stiff, turn into a small 
freezer and half freeze. Take up carefully,

SANDWICHES A LA TAMALE.—Boil a 
tongue (or fowl) in a little salt water untill 
it can be easily pierced with a fork; take 
off the skin and chop very fine; boll six 
eggs hard, chop fine and add a half cup 
meited butter and a saltspoon of salt. Beat 
araw egg with a saltspoon of salt until 
very smooth, add two tablespoonfuls of 
mixed mustard, made rather thicker than 
usual, stir well and add a half pint of olive 
oll, a few drops at a time; when thick add 
vinegar to taste and a cup of cream. Take 
a thick loaf of fresh bread, remove the 
crust and cut in thin slices so it can be

ROAST BEEF AND TOMATO SAND- 
WICHBES.—Butter whole wheat or brown 
bread, cover with a very thin layer of 
rare roast beef; put on top of this a slice 
of tomato, dust with «salt and pepper; pour 
over a teaspoonful of olive oil or mayon- 
naise dressing. Cover with another layer 
of unbuttered bread and trim off the 
crusts. 


GPRMAN SANDWICHES FROM RYE 
BREAD.—These are usually made from rye 
bread. Between the buttered slices chopped 
beef. cheese or chicken, covered with fine- 
ly chopped pickles, or bologna sausage ma 
be spread, then a thin layer of pumpernickél, 
covered over with another thin slice of rye 
bread. Cut into strips not over half‘an inch 
wide and the length of the slice. Serve on 
lettuce leaves. 


FRENCH CHICKEN SANDWICHES.— 
Chop the white meat of one boiled chicken 
very fine, pound it to a paste, adding half 
a teaspoonful of salt and a dash of red 
pepper. Soak a tablespoonsful of gelatine 
in a tablespoonful of cold water for fifteen 
minutes, then add six tablespoonfuls of 
thick cream; stand this over the tea-kettle 
for a moment to dissolve the gelatine, and 
beat it slowly into the chicken. Stand 
aside to cool, smoothing it into an even 
mass. When cool’cut into squarés; cut 
these squares into very thin slices, ar- 
range them neatly over buttered slices of 
bread, cover with another slice of bread, 
and cut into fancy shapes, removing the 
crusts. Serve in lettuce leaves to keep the 
sandwiches moist.

JEWISH NEW YEAR SERVICES IN 
ALL THE SYNAGOGUES. «+ 


HARRISON’S SERMON. 


Recently Returned From Europe He 
Spoke Eloquently of the Jews and 
Incidentally of Dreyfus. 


The initial service of “Rosh Hashona.” 
the Jewish New Year, was held in all the 
Synagogues of the city Monday evening. 
It was initiatory of a fortnight of solemnity 
and fasting, and as such its observance 
was most impressive, 

The services gt Temple Israel were par- 
ticularly beautiful. The large edifice at 
Leffingwell avenue and Pine street was 


crowded far beyond its normal capacity, in 
spite of the suffocating weather conditions, 
for in addition to the holiday, the occasion 
Was the first when Rabbi on Harrison 
had appeared in the pulpit since his recent 
European trip, and his congregation wished 
to welcome him in a befitting manner. 

Instrumental and vocal music formed 
a large part of the services, the choir being 
for the time considerably enlarged. Prof. 
A. Eimer, formerly of San Francisco, 
Cal., presided at the organ. 

Dr. Harrison was in excellent voice, and 
even surpassed his usua) high degree of 
eloquence. His sermon was on “The Day 
of Judgment.” The services closed with the 
usual ritual, proving most interesting to the 
iazge number of Gentiles peceent. , 

The second day's services were held at 
Temple Israel, as well as the other places 
of worship, Tuesda morning at 10 o’clock. 
This is the actual New Year’s day, and ac- 
cordingly devotions were of a more solemn 
nature even than on the preceeding even- 


ing. 

After an Organ prelude and fervent prayer 
by Rabbi Harrison, the “‘Shofar,"’ or ram's 
horn’ was sounded, as has been done in ex- 
actly the same manner and at the same 
time for over 6000 years. Full of deep signif- 
icanoe, its clarion tone ts one of joy to the 
pious Jew, and it constitutes, perhaps, the 
most important part of the beautiful ritual 
of the day. The augmented choir rendered

several selections and then Dr. Harrison 
spoke as follows: 
GEN. XXII., 6. 
“And they went both of them together.” 

All over the world to-day a trumpet is 
eounding, rallying together a nation that 
is not really a nation, to celebrate a new 
year Van. is Not really a new Year, to per- 
petuate a paradox that becomes sublime by 
perpetuation, with its typical ram’s horn, a 
relic of pastoral life, resounding amid the 
roar of commerce and the crowded mar- 


‘kets of the world. 


“Around the earth from land to land, re- 
echo these thrilling notes of the trumpet. 
They are heard in Arctic solitudes and in 
burning desert. ey make vocal the si- 
lence of African forests, and frighten the 
wild secamews from the masts of ocean lin- 
ers. They speak from zone to zone and 
from clime to. clime, and their responsive 
accents belt the globe. 

“And wherever these piercing tones re- 
sound, a wandering tribe has pitched its 
tents. They have gleamed on Arabian 
sands and grown into homes on Judean soil. 
They have been scattered to the four winds 
by the arm of the conqueror, but neither 
exile, dispersion nor the strong hand of 
power could avail to force wpon them either 
cross or crescent, or stifle the triumphant 
call of that annua! trumpet. It has called 
and called; when the sunset of antiquity 
faded into the glowm of the dark ages it 
tolled the death-knell of the ancient wofld. 
When the fires of the inquisition burned 
with savage glare, it throbbed with the 
agony of martyred multitudes. It was the 
inarticulate voice of a speechless people, 
the weird accompaniment to the passago of 
years, It rang out the tyranny of church 
and throne; it rang in the day dawn of free- 
dom in the world. Its chant has sobbed 
in dirge and exulted In jubilee; it has been 
responsive to every motion; it has called 
unceasingly to the faithful in every land, in 
every age. It is, as it were, the voice of the 
years, the voice of the centuries, the an- 
nual valedictory of time himself, in fire 
sanctuaries of the most ancient of peo-

And from that ancient 
portion, therefore, I have endeavored to 
Select a text adequate to convey the 
weghty import of this day. And my text 
is an exceedingly simple one. It is simply 
the words describing father and son’ on 
their way to fulfill the behest of God: ‘And 
they went both of them together.’ 

“Remember that at that time all that was 
to make possibile Judaism or the Jews was 
comprised in these two men, Abraham and 
Isaac, What concerned them, we may 
construe as concerning us, their descend- 
ents. And it is tn that sense we will in- 
terpret the words: ‘And they went both of 
them together.’ Their descendants have fol- 
lowed their example. In spirit, in dominat- 
ing purpose, in their wonderfully close 
bond of rotherhood, they have gone, all of 
them, together. It is only the solid unity 
of Israel] that has preserved this indestruct- 
thle race to behold this five thousand six 
hundred and sixtieth. anniversary. The 
hrase: ‘Household of Israel,’ expresses this 
ntimate family relationship. Between 
Israelites, rich and poor, learned and ig- | 
norant, free and bond, yea, even between 
radical and orthodox, there are more points 
of contact than contrast. Hitherto even 
Israel's extremes have preserved their es- 
sential identity: ‘And ey went both of 
them together. } 

“1. And the reason why it Is possible for 
so much unity to prevail in Israel, is be- 
cause there exist in the genius of Judiaism 
elements tu satisfy all classes of minds re- 
ardless of the relative emphasis laid by 
ndividuals upon these constituent parts. In 
Judaism, reverent loyalty and unsparing 
investigation have ever progressed with 
equal step. In our text, we behold Abra- 
ham, commonly called e ‘Father of ths 
Faithful,’ a type of faith, Isaac, repre- 
senting reason, questioning Abraham con- 
cerning the sacrifice, and they “‘went both 
of them together.’ Their companionship is 
highly significant. Faith is older than 
thought. Men believed long before they 
reasoned, But it was only in Judaism that 
faith, the father, did not slay reason, his 
most precious child. In Judaism, we glory 
in the fact that credulity has never fre- 
placed conviction. Never has the Jewish 
mind ceased to push its inquiries even into 
the Holy of Holies, Maimonides united 
the light of logic with the fire of faith. Men-; 
delssohn vindicated for the intellect what 
the heart already had accepted. Even in 
ancient Judaism this gang was main- 
tained, and how much more do we to-day 
cause reagon and reverence to go hand in 
hand, even as of old, ‘they went both of 
them together.’ 

‘2. So with these wondrous facts known 
and realized, how can any man shrink from 
taking upon himself the noble. heirloom of 
Judaism, from espousing so illustrious a 
cause that has given to th race and re- 
ligion, the dual elements of permanent vi- 
tality, and has infused even into the indi- 
vidual a strango combination of unlike 
characteristics. It is especially to 
roung men and women that I appeal, The 
ackbone and stamina of every re}lg¢iun 
consist in its youth. They are the strong 
hand and arm of activity and enterprise. 
They are the pledge of future perpetuation. 
They are, indeed, our Future. And, how 
etrikingly apt it is to remind you that the 
words of our text were spoken of father 
and son, who went together to vindicate 
their loyal obedience by loving companion- 
os 4 and willing sacrifice. ve need the 
stability of age and the energy of youth; 
we need both the conservatism of the one 
and the radicalism of the other. We need 
the latter for sails and the former for rud- 
der. And the exact measure of any con- 
gregation’s real, vital strength is the pro- 
portion of young men and women actively 
interested th its ministrations. Judaism, 
like Rachiel of old, ‘Give me 
children or else I die. 

“8. And let us not forget that Abraham 
and Isaac of old went both of them to- 
gether for sacrifice. lt appeared that a 
sacrifice was to be offered, and the young 
man, ae in the full promise of youth, 
seemed to have been singled out for that 
sacrifice. 

‘The age of swcrifice has not passed. Still, 
to-day, those whose ears are ever open to 
divine whisperings, must secrifice for a 
cause; must give up time, name, peace of 
mind, fortune, liberty, yea, even life itse, 
for their generous mission. And whereas 
of. old the —— was voluntary, and 
fiery zeal gladly gave proof of fidelity, now, 
ofttimes, the saerifice is involuntary, yet 
inevitable. Robbed of its glory, it is not: 
robbed of its torture. ‘The halo of mar- 
tyrdom rests on the brow that has sweated 
blood; and anguish ennobles the heroism 
that could endure foul wrongs and Jive un- 
til truth could shine forth. The glory of a 
cause is replaced by the glory of the Spar- 
tan courage that torture and shame worse 
than death could not. weaken or subdue. 

“And a gallant gentleman has been 
etricken down because he was of our blood, 
our race, our faith, He was hounded, he 
was hated, he was dishonored, he was 
buried alive, he was tortured, he was slain 
by inches, because he was a Jew. And this, 
ladies and gentlemen, is the nineteenth 
century. This is the banner nation of free 
thought. Oh, still the cal) for sacrifice re- 
sounds. Mount Moriah is now called 
Devil's Island. The victim’s name has 
changed, but still a victim must be found, 
an innocent victim of the same old race to 
pour out his blood without cause. 

“And now Hope comes down again like a 
dove on troubled waters. 
our ancient text that the victim was not 
offered up in the end, that to the ground 
fell the bloodess knife, that the justice 
of God triumphed and the young man Isaac 
returned again to his house.
